HAT place has a theater in a train- 
ing camp? What is the use of 
teaching men to sing, and why do 

you bother with men’s morals, as long as they 

obey orders?” asks Mr. Practical-minded Business 

Man in the opening chapter of “Keeping Our 

Fighters Fit—For War and After” (Century Co.), 

the first book to be published on the nonmilitary 

side of life in the training centers of America. 

In the pages of this volume Edward Frank 
Allen and Raymond B. Fosdick, chairman of the 
War and Navy Department Commissions on 
Training Camp Activities, have co-operated in 
telling the story of the Government’s huge and 
novel undertaking to keep our fighting men 100 
‘per cent efficient by offering a comprehensive 
recreational program to compete with the attrac- 
tion of vice—and by suppressive steps when nec- 
@asary. Athletics, mass singing, theatrical enter- 
tainments, and law enforcement are administered 
directly by the commissions named, while the 
activities of the Young Men’s Christian Associa- 
tion, the Knights of Columbus, the American Li- 
brary Association and other organizations are co- 
ordinated and supervised by the same commis- 
sions. 

That the vice disease rate of our army has 
been reduced 50 per cent since the beginning of 
the war is the startling claim made by the com- 
mission; and the book goes on to say, “the sig- 
nificance of this fact can only be grasped by 
considering that our military strength has been 
more than trebled since 1916.”

It is in keeping with the purpose of the commis- 
sions that less attention is paid to the matter of 
what the men sing than to the more important 
consideration that they sing. The bulk of the 
songs are nothing classical;: sometimes they are 
inclined toward the “roughhouse;” and yet one 


‘day in a ‘southern camp I heard a group of thou- 


sands of men—almost a whole division—sing- 
ing: 


Mine eyes have seen the glory

Mass singing is of great value in filling in 
periods of waiting. A crowd of marines were 
waiting in the “Y’’ auditorium at Quantico for 
a vaudeville show to begin. The performers 
were late. So the boys sang, and if the band 
on the platform had not been more than ordi- 
narily efficient, you would not have known :t 
was there. They went through nearly the whole 
repertoire, singing from words that were thrown 
on a.screen by a stereopticon. Then the “Hymn 
of the Marines’ was announced, the 500 men 
rose to their feet, and they sang it gloriously. 

The men sing on the march, they sing in their 
barracks, afid’ they sing between the acts at the 
Liberty Theaters. For the most part it is spon- 
taneous, first and last, but if it is not at first, it 
is certain to be in the end. I have seen groups 
of men in which there were a few whose faces 
indicated a grim resolve not to be forced to sing: 
Their attitude toward the song-leader was de- 
fiant. Presently, however, their feet began to 
keep time to the music surreptitiously, as though 
they were ashamed of it. The charm had begun 
to work. It hardly ever took longer than 19 
minutes for every one of those men to be sing- 
ing as lustily as any in the.group.

The gains which the Germans are making 
are considerable and disappointing. 
There is no blinking this fact. But, on 
the other hand, these gains will not spell 
victory for him tf he does not vastly in- 
crease them, and his period of grace is 
rapidly shortening. He is using his beast.

I have constantly warned against 
andue optimism in recent weeks, and I re- 
peat. the warning—but there is equal 
reason to be on our guard against exag- 
gerated apprehension. We are in one of 
the great campaigns of human history, 
and in the third month of it the German 
is still far, very far from his victorious 
peace. He has only four, or at least only 
five months more of campaigning weather, 
and each month brings more than 100,- 
o00Americans to France. Long before 
October his own casuatities will compel the 
German to abandon the attack if he has 
not brought off the victory, and that vic- 
tory is not to be discovered in what has 
happened so far.—FRANK H. SIMONDS.

initiative, and, second, in holding’ the inside of 


a semi-circular line in France. Out of these two 
things have developed the great success of the 
present campaign. The decision of the allies to 
make no attack this year, that is, no major at- 
tack, but await the arrival of the American 
armies, holding themselves upon the defchsive for 
1918 and preparing to take the offensive with 
American add next year, was based upon the ex- 
perience of three years of western warfare. The 
bloody defeats or failure of the British at Loos, 
the French in Champagne in 1915, of the Germans 
before Verdun in 1916 and the wholly restricted 
and local successes of the British and French at 
the Somme in 1916, and of the British in Flanders 
in 1917, together with the costly failure of the 
Nivelle offensive at the Aisne last. year, convinced 
the allied commanders that, gfven equal numbers, 
the defensive was far more profitable than the 
offensive, provided it were possible to wait; and, 
with America coming up, it was possible to wait. 


L Allies’ Waiting Game a Mistake 


The Germans, on the other hand, could not 
wait, but they were able, by moving troops from 
the Russian front, now abolished as a fighting 
front, to establish something like an equality in 
numbers on the west front for the first time since 
the early winter of 1914-15. In addition, they 
had devised a system of attack in the east which 
they rightly believed would revolutionize condi- 
tions in the west. 

With the success of-the Hutier method of at- 
tack, the whole allied calculation went into the 
discard. Not only was it no longer true that an 
attack meant a costly purchase of two or three 
miles of shell-torn country, but it was equally 
certain that the cost to the attacking army in 
the Hutier warfare was not materially greater 
than the expense for the defending armies where 
their front had been pierced, their organization 
shattered and vast numbers of prisoners and an 
enormous quantity of material ‘lost either by de- 
struction or capture. : 

It seems clear now that the allies made a mis- 
take in accepting the defensive, although they 
hai not developed anything like the German sys- 
tem of attack. For te defensive was only ad- 


- Thereupon(the French reserves were ‘rushed 
off to the’ Amiens-Noyon front and all the front 
north of Arras was stripped to reinforce the sec- 
tor to the south. After a week the German ad- 
vance from St. Quetin was checked just east of 
Amiens. But without delay the Germans, using 
still another spoke in their wheel, rushed masses 
of troops against the front between Ypres‘ and 
Aryas, which had been stripped of men to rein- 
force the Amiens sector, broke through, took Ar- 
mentieres, Memmel, Bailleul and nearly captured 
Hazebrouck. It became necessary: then to rush 
more French reserves off to the north, and the 
Soissons-Rheims front was left practically bare. 

Then came the great pause, during which the 
Germans coolly, without haste, proceeded to refit 
and reorganize their divisions, replace losses, 
bring up fresh cannon and accumulate new stores 
of munitions. When they were ready they pro- 
posed to attack, but they utterly renounced the old 
Verdun method, which called for renewed attacks 
at the point where the enemy had ultimately got 
up his reserves and his artillery. 

On Monday, May 27, the German attacked again, 
this time operating along a third spoke of his 
wheel and attacking the front behind which, in 
March, the French had massed their reserves. But 
these reserves were now covering Amiens and 
Calais, for the allies were bound to guard the 
points which were most vital, and by reason of 
the German successes, weakest. Thus, for the 
third time, the German attack fell upon a sector 
which had been practically stripped of defenders, 
that is, of reserves behind the immediate line, 
and repeated his success in Picardy and Flanders, 
in Champagne.

Other Blows Certain to Follow 


Now, we may conclude that by Sunday or Mon- 
day—unless there be some great disaster, both by 
reason of the arrival of allied reserves and be- 
cause of the exhaustion of the assailant and the 
difficulties for his transport that his long advance 
has created. Six days, as a rule, is the limit of 
such success as the present. The attack of March 
21 was definitely halted by March 26, and dt Ver- 
dun, in 1916, the checx came in the same time.

_Slandering of French 


The officials of the Red Cross report that 
many loyal mothers are refusing ito let their 
daughters volunteer as nurses in France’ be- 
cause of rumors of immoral conditions in the 
hospitals there. A detailed story has been cir- 
culated to the effect that 200 Red Cross nurses 
have recently been returned on a transport from 
abroad and secretly removed to matefnity hos- 
pitals here as patients. There is not a word of 
truth in the story. It has been investigated by 
a Federal grand jury in New York City and 
found to be false. German sympathizers caught 
circulating it have been .interned. The nurses 
in service in our hospitals in France have the 
same discipline and protection that they have 
here—and need it as little, The story has been 
invented to hamper the work of the Red Cross 
and to prejudice us against our French allies. 

A similar aim is evident in the reports of 
drunkenness and immorality among our forces 
at the front. These charges, most circumstan- 
tially made, were even taken up by the national 
leaders of our prohibition societies and purity 
leagues, and an appeal was sent out to the read- 
ers of the religious press asking them to protest j 
to President Wilson.

Voters should be sure 
they have better candidates before rejecting 
the suggestions of members of the bar. The 
ticket selected, so far as ‘we can judge at this 
time, isexcellent.

OUR MUSICAL REVOLUTION. 

The announcement that the directorship of the 
Boston Symphony Orchestra has been offered to 
Sir Henry Wood, most distinguished of British 
conductors, is of high import, although dispatches 
from London state that Sir Henry has felt him- 
self compelled to decline the honor. The offer 
was informative as illustrating a vigorous and 
widespread new trend among American musical 
organizations. The Boston orchestra has achievea 
the prestige of a national institution, but this is 
the first time in its history of 37 years that its 
command has been proffered to a non-German. 

Its founder, Henry Lee Higginson, studied the 
piano in Germany when a youth. His orcHestra 
has been chiefly a made-in-Germany product, and 
the dynasty of directors—Henschel, Gericke, Nik- 
isch and the lamentable Dr. Muck—were all Ger- 
mans, although Henschel eventually became e 
British subject. When Muck collapsed, he 
dragged down with him in his fall the venerable 
founder of the orchestra. Maj. Higginson retired 
from control and a committee took up bis burden. 

The invitation extended to Sir Henry Wood is 
only the most conspicuous incident in a series of 
events which constitute little less than a revolu- 
tion in music in this country. Before we entered 
the war, Germans possessed an almost absolute 
sovereignty over orchestral music here. Since 
that time they have been compelled either to re- 
sign or to give unmistakable signs of their thor- 
ough Americanism. 

Eugene Ysaye, the Belgian violinist, has sup- 
planted D® Ernst Kunwald at Cincinnati, the 
latter joining Dr. Muck at an internment camp. 
Ossip Gabrilowich, Russian pianist, has been 
given charge of the Detroit Symphony Orchestra, 
at a record salary. The Americanism of Josef 
Stransky of the New York Philharmonic and of 
Frederick Stock of the Chicago Symphony Orches- 
tra has been called in question and energetically 
defended by those gentlemen. Leopold Stowkowski 
of Philadelphia is a Pole and Max Zach of St. 
Louis, though an Austrian by birth, is a natural- 
ized American, with a son.in the army. Bodan- 
sky's occupation is gone at the Metropolitan Opera 
House since the banishment of Wagner. 

The classical! traditions of the Boston Symphony 
Orchestra would. likely have received an up- 
set under Sir Henry's baton, for as conductor of 
the Queen's Hall .Orghestra—England's leading

It has been called the most static of all wars in 
its main features, but it is a war in which all 
conditions are fluid, in which anything seems pos- 
sible, in which nothing seems to have permanency. 
Cotiid anything cause greater upheaval in our 
fixed ideas relating to its probable development 
or better evidence its startling shiftings than the 
fact that the Germans are again watering their 
horses—assuming, of course, that Uhlans and ar- 
tillery have got that far along with infantry—in 
the stream that gave its name to the greatest 
Prussian defeat since Jena? 

The outcome of the second battle of Bull Run 
was no different from that of the first battle of 
Bull Run. Gen. Pope did no better in August, 1861, 
than Gen. McDowell did in July, 1861. Can Hin- 
denburg do more against the forces of 21 nations 
than Von Moltke did against the unprepared 
forces of four or five? Morale is more important

consciousness of overwhelming might. A phrase 
may have a power above that of iron shard and 
reeking tube. An example so heroic as to absorb 
thought and control movement may inspire to a 
new Thermopolae. 

We have smal! faith in the justiee of our cause 
and the spirit and fortitude of those who fight for 
us if we think that Americans and French and 
many British cannot equal what French and a 
little handful of British did here once before. A 
battle begun again along the Marne is a battle 
already half won by the allies... The Chateau 
Heights that saw the former triumph will look 
down upon them. They will fight.above myriads 
of graves around which the spirits of brave men 
who fell in the former glorious battle cluster, 
whispering, “They shall not pass,” and lending 
aid in the supreme effort to keep Paris inviolate. 

Many of the conditions of the former battle are 
duplicated. It is a rare privilege tens of thou- 
sands of our soldiers will have in joining in the 
new battle on sacred ground.

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KEEPING LIBERTY BONDS SOLD. 

Every county in Oklahoma went more than 100 
per cent in the Third Liberty Bond Campaign and 
now the State Council of Defense, through the 
county organizations, has undertaken the task of 
keeping the bonds sold. The first step in this 
work is to warn the holders, especially those who 
are inexperienced in bond finance, not to exchange 
these securities for stock in worthless corpora, 
tions. 

A communication, which has been sent to each 
school district in the State, warns that some of 
the oil and zinc promoters are using the Liberty 
Bond subscription lists as guides for stock selling 
campaigns. The council asks that each person 
who is approached by any promoter who suggests 
an exchange of Liberty Bond for his stock be re- 
ported at once to the ee Chairman of De- 
fense. 

Three especial reasons are given for holding 
Liberty Bonds. First, that all money is needed for 
vital war industries, and that corporations that 
are financed by soliciting promoters are not vital; 
second, that the patrietism shown in buying bonds 
is lost if they are put on the market; third, that 
a very large percent of the promoted corporations 
is merely a means of fleecing investors. 

If the Oklahoma Council of Defense finds some 
means of curbing the irresponsible oil and zinc 
company promoters it will indeed do a good pub- 
lic service.

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AMERICANIZING TENNESSEE. 

“We are going to make English the language 
of Tennessee,” is one of the newest planks in 
the work platform of the Tennessee Council of De- 
fense. That is the most striking sentence in an 
outline of the “Americanization” work for which 
a program has been outlined and which will soon 
be under way. 

Maj. Rutledge*Smith, chairman of the Council, 
has taken charge of this particular work, and he 
is going to begin through editorials in the for- 
eign language papers of the State, appealing to 
the readers of these papers to learn English, so 
that they may become a part of their adopted 
land, and so that these strangely printed papers 
can be printed in English and cease to become, 
under any circumstances, objects of suspicion. 

There has been outlined in this connection a con- 
siderable program of women’s work. The estab- 
lishment of day nurseries, social centers and oth- 
er efforts to get the foreign-speaking women to 
come into contact with those who speak English. 
Special school facilities will be provided for 
adults who wish to learn English. It is said that 
there is a considerable desire for this now, be- 
cause so many of the young men have gone into 
the army, and those who did not know how to 
write English before their enlistment have since 
learned. These young men are writing back urg- 
ing their kinfolk to learn to write English for the 
sake of the letters received in camp.

OUT PROSPECTS OF 
NEW AISNE BATTLE

Champagne the German is likely to 


Flanders the moment he was halted 
before Amiens. And he will strike 
irevitably at the point where he be- 
lieves or knows the allied line has 
been most weakened to supply re- 
serves to check him in Champagne. 
He may strike anywhere between 
Verdun and Lille, as he choose, with 
equal facility, since these are the lim- 
its of his semi-circle, or wheel. While 
it is futile to prophecy, nothing 
seems more certain than the second 
ittack when the present drive slows 
down. 

And this brings mé to the final 
point J mean to discuss in this arti- 
cle—what is the larger German strat” 
egy? We have in turn diagnosed his 
attacks as: 

1. An attempt to separate 
British and French armies. 

2. A drive for the channel ports, 
with a hope of isolating and captur- 
ing British and Belgian armies, and 
now 

3. An effort to envelop Paris from 
the east, cutting the railway lines 
which follow the Marne Valley and 
pass through Epernay and Chalons- 
Su-Marne, 

Now, unquestionably, in every 
case the German has hoped to reach 
the larger objective indicatéd, but it 
is doubtful if he has expected such 
success and it is even more doubtful 
ir his attack was dictated by any 
other strategy than that of attack- 
ing at the point which he knew to 
be least strongly defended, pushing 
any initial advantage as far as hea 
could, and then, when the allies had 
at last stripped another sector to de- 
fend this imperiled front, striking ac 
the new opening. 

In other words, it .seems to me 
the Germans, whose obvious purpose 
must be to defeat the allied armies, 
not to reach any particular objec- 
tive, in advance of a supreme mili- 
tary victory, are very deliberately 
employing their two advantages, that 
were bestowed upon them by the al- 
lies when the latter accepted the de- 
fensive, and that incident to the pos- 
ture of the Germans in France, to 
rain blow after blow upon the al- 
lied armies, always striking at the 
weakest point and ever seeking 
by a multiplicity of local suocesses to 
bring about a situation out of 
which the spreme success will flow. 

In September, 1914, the Germans 

arrived at the edge of Paris and 
quite logically ignored the French 
capital to deal with the French. 
army. Had they succeeded at the 
Marne, Paris would have been an 
easy prey; had they undertaken to 
occupy Paris and deal with the 
French army at the same time the 
events of the Marne are the best 
evidence of the German disaster 
which would have resulted. 
Now, it seems to me we must all 
of us be on our guard against assign- 
ing a definite geographical objective 
to each German attack and there- 
after treating ourselves to a period 
of optimism when he does not arrive 
at that point. The German objective 
remains the same. He is out for a 
military decision, to be had only by 
crushing the military power of 
France and Britain before the United 
States can become a potent factor. 
German strategy in the campaign of 
1918 has been limited to a skillful 
exploitation of a new system of tac- 
tics and an accidental advantage of 
position. 

Within a few days, it seems cer- 
tain, we should see the present at- 
tack ,slow down—unless there has 
been a great disaster. But almost 
immediately thereafter the German 
will attack elsewhere, just as he at- 
tacked in Flanders after his Picardy 
assault. It is almost certain that if 
allied reserves have been drawn from 
before Amiens or Hazebroucl: he will 
attack either in Picardy or Flanders, 
because before either Amients or 
before Hazebrouck a relatively small 
gain would yield very great profit— 
greater than anywhere else on the 
front. But if the Arras sector is 
weakened the blow will fall there, 
just as it may fall about Verdun, if 
there is a transfer of reserves from 
behind the French line in this sec- 
tor. 

Above all it is essential now to 
recognize that we are in the midst 
of a campaign which will probably 
last for many months and we shall 
make a very grave mistake if we at- 
tach to any one detail a supreme 
importance. The conditions of the 
campaign are these: The German is 
striking, now here, now there, in 
Picardy, Flanders and Champagne, 
in the hope that he may be able to

The latter are large disks placed at the ends 
of the ‘stabilizers,” and are really lateral rud- 
ders. Raised, they catch the wind and send the 
ship up. Depressed, they pull her down. The 
ship. swings, of course, like any sea vessel, in 
the direction the vertical rudder turns. 


Dirigibles Stay Out 40 Hours | 


Dirigibles are safer than seaplanes, which fall 
if their motors fail; but the former can float for 
hours while their mechanics m&ke engine adjust- 
ments or minor repairs. Also they: can remain 
poised above a certain spot to deliver an attack 
or take an obsenvation. The greatest advantage of 
all—-they can stay out for 30 or 40 hours and cruise 
seven or eight hundred miles. Because of these 
advantages your “lighter than airs” are inclined 
to put on a little “swank” and look down on the 


‘*heavier than airs” as belonging to a primitive 


craft which practically represents the Stone Age 
in flying. They seemed to be in doubt, however, 
as to their position in the scale with the sub- 
marine till the commander summed up a heated 
argument. 

“We steer by landmarks over the earth, br 
compass at sea. It isn’t necessary to learn navi- 
gation.

The Commission is an 
organization of charitable’ citizens 
which supplies pure milk for poor 
babies the year through, but upon 
whom the demands naturally are far 
greater in the summer time than 
during the rest of the year: 

The distribution of free ice is be- 
ginning at about the usual time, but 
the collection of money to support 
the work of the Milk and Ice Fund 
has been delayed because of the Lib- 
erty Loan and Red Cross campaigns, 
not to mention lesser ones. At this 

time last year the Fund had a start 
|of about $750, while, for the reasons 
mentioned, only $42 has been re- 
ceived so far this year. Also, sev- 
eral comparatively large contribu- 
tions of last year, totaling about 
$1500, cannot be depended upon this 
year, so that altogether the friends 
of the poor babies have unusual ef- 
forts ahead of them if they are to 
provide life-saving milk and ice to 
as many as they have in'the past. 

Work Begun on Usual Scale. 

No one connected with the wor of 
the Milk and Ice Fund, However, be- 
tieves the babies are going to be al- 
lowed to suffer, and in spite of an 


surface, the operations of the Fund 
ie being started on the usual scale. 
Full confidence is felt that the mon- 
ey needed to pay the bills will be 
forthcoming. St. Louis is getting 
the ‘“‘over the top” habit and cert&ain- 
ly will no more fail to “gc over” to 
“Save the Babies’ than it has for a 
score of other vital purposes in the 
last year. 

The Pure Milk and Free Ice Fund 
always has and always will belong to 
the children. From the beginning 
it has been supported 
money which they have earned 
through entertainments and other ac- 
tivities. They no doubt will rally to 
the work as usual this year, but it 
may be that in view of the unusual 
conditions they will need more as- 
sistance than heretofore from their 
elders. 

A few entertainments by organiza- 
tions of adults would be of great as- 
sistance to the children in making 
up their fund. Three such organiza- 
tions joined in the work for the ba- 
bies last year. They were the Lions 
Club, which earned $215.80 with a 
river excursion, committees of post- 
office letter carriers and city fire- 
men, who managed a baseball game 
that netted $326.02, and the Sunset 
Hill Country Club, which late in the 
season hastily arranged a swimming 
exhibition that yielded $125. There 
are many organizations of grown-ups 
which could give Milk and Ice bene- 
fits with the expenditure of much 
less time and effort than many of the 
children give to their  entertain- 
ments. 1

WILFLEY TELLS 
OF HIS STAND ON 
REVENUE MEASURE 


Missouri Senator Says Con- 
gress Should Remain in 
Session Until Legislation 
Is Passed. 


SUPPORT WILSON AT 
ALL TIMES, HIS VIEW 


Calls Attention, in Interview, 
to President’s Powers and 
Responsibilities — ‘‘Win 
the War” Only Policy. 


United States Senator Xenophon 
F. Wilfley in St. Louis yesterday told 
2 Post-Dispatch reporter that he fa- 
vored a continuous session of Con- 
gress until the revenue legislation 


advised by the President was passed. 

“The President’s recent message 
to Congress adjourned politics, and 
left Congress in session to enact a 
new revenue law,” said Senator Wil- 
fiey. “I favored this course and so 
expressed myself before the Presi- 
dent delivered his message. 

“Many members of Congress were 
anxious to get away for the cam- 
paign, but I felt that a double neces- 
sity exists for a new revenue law. In 
the first place, the present law is not 
ectisfactory in its practical opera- 
tion, and, in the second place, it will 
not produce the necessary revenue. 

Presents Difficult Task. 


“To provide a law that is just and 
equitable, and at the same time ade- 
quate to produce the revenue, is a 
very difficult task. The proposition 
is to determine the proportion’ of the 
war burden to be raised by taxation 
and from the sale of bonds. All 
bond issues have been oversub- 
scribed, which indicates a willing- 
ness on the part of the people to loan 
the Government money; but all of 
the burden must not be borne by the 
future generation. A _ great part 
must be defrayed out of the present 
income of the people. 

“The difficulty arises in placing a 
burden upon industry which it can 
carry without slowing down. There 
is absolute necessity for continued 
active business. Men must be em- 
ployed, materials must be produced 
and commercial activities must con- 
tinue. Already we are making heavy 
drafts upon business by taking away 
men to make soldiers of them. We 
are trying to do this in a way that 
will not reduce our power of pro- 
iluction. But the additional calls for 
mien will require industry to fill its 
runks with new and inexperienced 
and possibly less’ efficient men. 
Therefore it is necessary to guard 
carefully in order that we may not 
overburden business to such a degree 
as to depress it to an extent that 
will be harmful to the entire coun- 
try. I believe that most business is 
thoroughly patriotic and will make 
the limit of sacrifice. But the prof- 
iteer must be reached by taxation, 
for ofttimes he cannot be reached in 
any other way, and he must be made 
to bear his proportion of the bur- 
den. 

Germany’s Supreme Effort. 

“Germany is making her supreme 
effort in the drive which she is now 
waging. From present indications 
the allies are meeting that drive, but 
it will require continued and heroic 
effort. There is little hope that the 
war will end very soon. It is neces- 
sary for us to keep up the work of 
organization in this country. The 
winning of the war is the consuming 
purpose of the nation. 

“The organization equal to this 
task is not merely an organization 
of men to lead armies and to trans- 
port supplies and to raise moneys 
with which to finance our activities. 
The organization which we must 
have is an organization that will 
bring to the work of carrying on the 
war the full support of all our re- 
sources of capital, labor and mili- 


.| tary manpower, backed by all the so- 


cial, economic and financial forces 
of the nation directed to a single 
purpose. 

“To the President we have given 
the greatest power of waging war 
that has ever been vested in one 
man in the history of the world. On 
him we have placed,the greatest re- 
sponsibility that a living man has 
ever carried. In him today is re- 
posed the greatest confidence by the 
greatest number of free people in 
the greatest crisis of free institu- 
tions that any individual has ever 
possessed. That he feels keenly the 
responsibility no man can doubt or 
question. I have in him the great- 
est degree of confidence and I con- 
ceive it my duty while in the Senate 
to give him all the co-operation and 
support within my power to enable 
him to meet and carry the responsi- 
bility which Congress, with the full 
approval of the people, has imposed 
upon him. 

“The question of winning the war 
so far transcends all other questions 
now before the American people that 
we should not be diverted from it, 
but should concentrate all of the en- 
ergies and resources of the nation 
upon it. 

“There is necessity for a national 
solidarity, not only of the spirit and 
will of the people, but of all govern- 
mental agencies, as well as the phys- 
ical resources of the nation, in order 
that we may bring speedy and com- 
‘plete victory and peace.”

COTTON FUTURES DECLINE 
$3 PER BALE IN NEW YORK 


Market Is Influenced by 
Weather and Bearish Crop 


Estimates. 
NEW YORK, June 1.—There was a 


‘renewal of liquidation in the cotton 


. market today, owing to the continued 
favorable crop news, nervousness 
| over the disposition to even up ac- 


| counts for over the week-end and the 


Government report of Tuesday. 

July contracts broke to 24.40, or 
fully $3 per bale from Friday’s close 
and 145 points from the high level of 
yesterday. That delivery closed at 
24.49, with the general list closing 
steady at a net decline of 45 to 52 
points, 

The opening showed the influence 
of overnight selling orders, first 
prices being 17 to 20 points lower. 
There was considerable covering and 
after a further break of several 
points, prices rallied slightly, but met 
increased offerings and soon weak- 
ened. 

Selling was encouraged by the good 

weather, comparatively high private 
condition figures, and the bearish 
week-end statistics, with the break 
extending to 23,00 for October and 
22.76 for December, or about 61 to 66 
points net lower on the more active 
months. 
@ In addition to liquidation by local 
and Wall street traders, there was 
considerable selling here for Liver- 
pool and southern account, with the 
latter tending to emphasize the bear- 
ish character of spot advices. 

There was enough covering to 
check the decline in the late trading, 
however, and closing prices showed 
rallies of some 10 or 20 points from 
the lowest. 

A report issued by a New Orleans 
authority made the average condi- 
tion of “the crop 80, compared with 
the official report of 69.5 last year, 
and the 10-year average of 79. 

The sale of 100 bales of alien-owned 
cotton realized 28 cents for strict low 
middling uplands, which was con- 
sidered equivalent to. 415 points in 
opening price, on July basi®é for mid- 
dling. 

Savanah advices reported that the 
average price paid there for 2000 
bales was 29.09c, with mill interesto 
the buyers.

Severe Losses Are Rule for the | 
_ Week on the Favorite 
Shares. 


CURB PRICES MIXED 


Early Rise in Broad Street Mar- 
ket Is Followed by 
Sharp Dip. 


By Leased Wire From the New York 
Bureau of the Post-Dispatch. 


NEW YORK, June 1.—The Evening 
Post, in its copyrighted weekly finan- 
clal review, says: 

“No information is yet at hand to 
explain exactly what results are ex- 
pected in the’ Government's relations 
with the railways from the extreme- 
ly sweeping advances on freight and 
passenger .rates. On the basis of the 
Government's own figures of the in- 


crease in operating.costs in the pres- 
ent year, there would appear to be 
foreshadowed, all other things being 
equal, a profit to the Government of 
several hundred million dollars. 

“All other things may not be equal; 
there may conceivably be still fur- 
ther adyancé in wages; cost of ma- 
terial is not absolutely fixed, and the 
first month or two of 1918 was a 
period of deficits. Nevertheless, it 
will be interesting to discover how 
the accounts of the Railroad Admin- 
istration come out at the end of the 
year. 

“Nobody wishes the Government to 
lose heavily on the operation, and it 
is undeniable that increase in rates, 
sufficient to counterbalance, or more 
than counterbalance the rising costs 
of war time operation, will vastly 
simplify the situation, if and when 
the roads are returned to private 
ownership. 

“To argue then, for the necessity 
of continuing higher rates, because 
of continuing high costs, would be 
following a line of least resistance, 
when compared with asking an ac- 
tual advance which had not been 
made in war time by the Government 
itself. That is the dilemma! which the 
British railways will apparently have 
to face. 


Mast Pay for Rates, 

“Nevertheless, someone is paying 
for the increased rates, and the larg- 
er the advance the more it necessarily 
pinches. The Railway Administra- 
tion, it is true, is free from the mis- 
givings which would beset a private 
management, making so great an in- 
crease in time of peace. Movement 
of freight, at all events, will not be 
checked on the present occasion, for 
the freight must move. 

“On the other hand, it is undeniable 
that, in passenger travel especially, 
B80 sweeping an increase in the rates 
will make due impression when it 
occurs, as it does, in the face of an 
equally sweeping curtailment of con- 
veniences and facilities. 

“Perhaps, after all, this may be 
tHe actual solution of the familiar 
problem, ‘whether the Government 
will ever let the railways go.’ If 
the present experiment convinces the 
people at large that public owner- 
ship or operation means fewer trains, 
fewer cars, scores of passengers 
standing in the aisles from Boston to 
New York, and from New York to 
Washington, and that it also means 
an-.increase of 25 to 50 per cent in 
the charge, for enjoying these lux- 
wuries, the public may make up its 
mind accordingly, when the question 
comes up for settlement.” 

“Unquestionably the feeling on the 
Stock Exchange, as elsewhere in the 
_ eommunity which read this morning’s 
' mMewspaper dispatches, was one of per- 
plexity. owhere did the convic- 
tion relax that the initial successes 
of the German drive would lead to 
nothing permanert; that eventual 
failure of the German undertaking 
was as surely foredoomed as it 
geemed to be, a year ago. But the 
obscurity which continued to sur- 
round such questions as the relative 
numerical streftigth of the two oppos- 
ing armies, the size and location of 
the allied reserves, and the strategic 
plan of the commanding allied Gen- 
eral, made it peculiarly difficult to 
Graw cgnclusions. 

“Such uncertainty is, to be sure, no 
new incident of the war, it darkened 
counsel quite as completely before 
the Battle of the Marne, and the re- 
cent German advance on Ypres. But 
it had its natural effect (as it did 
not on those occasions) upon a week- 
end market.” 

The bank statement showed a de- 
crease of $9,010,000 in surplus re- 
serves, which brought that item to 
the lowest figure since the opening 
of March. With the numerous ex- 
pedients now available for shifting 
credits, or for increasing reserves 
through the machinery of the Federal 
Bank, the weekly showing attracts 
sontinuously less interest. This 
week's decrease in surplus reserve 
Was almost wholly due to “ 0,000 
Gecrease in reserve credits 6 the 
New York Federal Bank.

Situation Considered Serious, 
Confidence in Allied Armies 

Is Supreme. 
Special Cable to the Post-Dispatch 


and the New York Evening Post. 


LONDON, June 1.—‘Financial Lon- | 
don regards this week’s German of- | 
but it has not fre-| 


fensive seriously, 
laxed its firm belief in the ultimate 
repelling power of the allied armies. 
The city lays great stress on the 
continued effectiveness of our air 
campaign, and it also holds to the 
belief that the slaughter of German 
troops in this new offensive will have 
great effect, both in the field and 
at home, unless the real objectives 
are quickly attained. 

“At the same time, our business 
community is fully recognizing the 
disastrous economic, consequecne 
which might result from long con- 
tinuance of the war. What We are 
hoping for is the .stimulus to En- 
glish and American inventiveness, to 
deal with all these problems, notably 
that of the submarine. The destruc- 
tion of a German submarine by a 
British submarine, is a new develop- 
ment which attracts great interest 
in this connection. 

“Comment here, on the increase 
of your railway rates and your great- 
ly enlarged program of taxation, is 
that each was a fresh indication, both 
of President Wilson's power and of 
your people’s readiness to accept pro- 
posals which would ordinarily occa- 
sion stormy debate. 

The Advance in Rates, 

“It is considered that the advance 
in rates is so large as to insure to 
the Government a very substantial 
surplus over the guaranteed compen- 
sation to the roads. But this surplus, 
if our own experience is a guide, is 
likely enough to be swallowed up in 
increased wages. 

“Your congressional preparations 
for new revenue legislation emphasize 
the difference between your ma- 
chinery and ours. Normally, all our 


'estimates of expenditure for a com- 


ing fisca] year are prepared by the 
spending departments and supervised 
They then form the 
basis of the budget of taxation which 
the Chancellor of the Exchequer sub- 
mits to Parliament. 

“The taxation proposals lately set 
forth by the Treasury are being con- 
sidered this week by the Cabinet. 
Parliament never initiates taxation, 
in which our system varies widely 
from yours. Ordinarily, Parliament 
exercises considerable control, 
through supervision of proposals by 
its committee; but latterly that con- 
trol has slackened, 

“This is partly because of war con- 
ditions, but partly also because of 
relaxation since payment of members 
was introduced, which automatically 
brings about support of the policies 
of a Government in power. 

A Parliamentary Committee is now 
investigating allegations of waste in 
the spending departments. As a result, 
the Treasury's estimates of expendi- 
ture are in a rough form and not in 
detail a.nd in the case of the fiscal 
year, ending last March, the Chan- 
cellor’s total. budget estimate of a 
year ago was ultimately exceeded by 
£400,000,000.” *

We Resumed “Very Friendly 
Relations,’’ He Says in Speak- 
ing of Meeting in Chicago.

When 
the Colonel was sick here in New 
York I was in Arkansas That was 
the first I heard of it, and I tele- 
graphed him my sympathy, for I 
had a touch of the same trouble. 
He sent a very cordial regponse.

Colonel was convalescing here in a 
hotel, after leaving the hospital, he 
invited me to come and see him and 
talk over osme matters with him 
and Mr..Elihu Root. It was impos- 
sible for me to keep the engage- 
ment, as when invited I was leaving 
for a two weeks’ trip out of town, 
and nothing further happened. 

“Last week I was on a train and 
I met former Gov. Dineen of Illi- 
nois. He tlod me the Colonel was 
in Chicago. We were then nearing 
Chicago. I went to the Hotel Black- 
stone and, in qutring for him, 
learned he was to leave almost at 
once, and that he was in the dining 
room. I went in and shook hands 
with him and he looked remarkably 
well for a man who had been 
through what he had experienced.”

BOSTON, June 1.—The terms of 
peace which in his judgement this 
country could accept were set forth 
by Senator Lodge, senior member 
of the Foreign Relations Committee, 
at a dinner last night to M. Justin 
Godart, vice-president of the French 
Chamber of Deputies, now on a visit 
here. 

“We seek no territory,” Senator 
Lodge said. “We have no selfish mo- 
tives to serve. We are seeking to

of mankind. But we look for the end 
of the war in these things: 

‘‘First, the restoration of Belgium. 
We believe that Alsace-Lorraine 
must be returned to France. Italy 
must have the Trtntino. We agree 
most cordially with what the Presi- 
dent said in New York when he de- 
clared that we were just as interested 
in defending Russia in the East as 
in our own work on the 
front. If Germany gets Russia and 
retains possession of it, that is a 
great German victory and this war 
would have been fought on in vain.

DETAILS OF TORPEDOING OF

LONDON. June 1.—The gravity of 


the news from the western frort js 
|emphasized in this morning’s news- 
papers which comment anxiously on 


the situation although they express 
hopefulness as to the final outcome. 
The Daily News says the statement 
given last night by a military author- 
ity to the Associated Press, in which 
the situation was depicted as a very 
anxious one, is disquieting, since it 
must be accepted as reliable. This 
newspaper, however, encourages th? 
view that the situation is no wise past 
retrieving. The Daily Telegraph sees 
great possibilities in the strategic sit- 
uation. Asserting that the anxiety 
and stress of the last few days are 
not diminishing, it adds: 

“It would appear that a second 
battle of the Marne, of far greater 
intensity and weight than in 19114, 
is opening, but in totally different 
circumstances, The difference, how- 
ever, is as much to the advantage of 
the allies as of the enemy.” 

The Daily Express says: “Never 
since the outbreak of the war has 
the situation been more menacing or 
have the possibilities been graver; 
yet. the country remains wunper- 
turbed, almost indifferent. We have 
become accustomed to the German 
attack that succeeds for a few days 
and then comes to the end. with the 
objective unattained. We have per- 
suaded ourselves this must always 
happen. The argument is false. This 
faith is not based on reason.” 

Confidence in America. 

Confidence in American help is 
shown in the comment of several 
newspapers, The Daily Mail enumer- | 
ates the strong points in favor of the 
including “the rapid arrival | 
of American troops, which will 
speedily restore the allies’ preponder- 
ance in numbers.” 

The Times also looks to the day 
when the arrival of Americans will 
more than reverse the present pro- 
portions.

growing fast,’ ’it says. “The whole 
nation is behind the army as it has 
never been behind any movement 
yet, and it is a nation of 100,000,000 
free men who have never known de- 
feat.

Expected to Increase. 


St. Louisans began paying the 
United Railways 6 cents a ride yes- 
terday and at the close of the day 
the company was about $5400 better 
-off than it would have been if fares 
had been a nickel. The cars carry 
on an average 900,000 passengers a 
day, about three-fifths of whom pay 
cash fares, and the others ride on 
transfers. That is an average of 
540,000 cash fares, which means 
640,000 additional pennies, or $5400. 

At the rate, if the average is main- 
tained for the fiscal year which be- 
Ban yesterday, the extra penny will 
bring to the company $1,971,000 for 
the year. President McCulloch, in 
his testimony before the State Pub- 
lic Service Commission, estimated 
that the company would receive an 
@nnual increase of about $1,685,000. 

The change from a nickel to 6 
cents was accomplished without any 
frictton worth mentioning, Supt. 
Bruce Cameron said. ‘We were 
very much surprised at the smooth- 
ness with which the new system was 
introduced,” said he last night. ‘““Most 
of the passengers had the correct 
change. When they did not have it, 
we supplied it.: Everybody was 
cheerful and paid the increased fare 
without murmuring, except a few, 
who remonstrated, but paid it any- 
way. *A good many used tickets, and 
we anticipate that the-use of tickets 
will greatly increase. We had a lit- 
tle trouble with the boxes chokimg 
up, due to the conductors failing to 
empty them often enough, but we 
do not think that will occur again. 
There was no delay in the operation 
of the cars.” 

Bushels of Pennies Provided. 

Bushels of new pennies had been 
provided by the company and the 
services of 27 men were needed at 
the barns yesterday morning in dish- 
ing them out to the conductors. 
Making change for those who had 
not provided themselves with the 
extra penny took a few more mo- 
tions and a little longer time, but 
was accomplished’ readily as the 
conductors “got their hands in.”’ 

The only passengers who stood to 
lose heavily by the innovation were 
those who are under contract to 
hand over to the rising generation 
at home all the pennies that accumu- 
late during the day. Some of these 
‘thoughtlessly had bills changed and 
received quantities of penies in 
change. 

Although the cars had °* carried 
placards the day before warning ev- 
erybody to get ready to pay 6 cents 
yesterday morning, there was no end 
of forgetful ones, especially wom- 
en, some of whom, who do not read 
the papers, wanted the whole thing 
explained to them.

SUES FOR $70,000 COMMISSION 
ON A $700,000 WAR CONTRACT 


Philadelphia Man Says He Got Or- 
der for St. Louis Firm, Whose 
President Says Otherwise. 
Glenn W. Harkrader of Philadel- 
phia yesterday filed suit against the 
McQuay-Norris Manufacturing Co., 
2808 Locust street, for a commission 
of $70,000, which he says is due him 
for obtaining a Government contract 
for the company, amounting to 
$700,000. It was for the furnishing 
by the company of piston rings for 
war use. The rings are used on air- 
planes, motors and other machinery. 
Harkrader avers that he was em- 
ployed as salesman for the defend- 
ant under a 10 per cent agreement 
from Aug. 3, 1916, to April 1, 1917, 
at which time he was discharged 
without cause. He says’ that the 
company has refused to account to 

him for the order. 

W. K. Norris, president of the 
company, told a reporter that Hark- 
rader did not obtain a Government 
order and that the company was not 
indebted to him.

After 6 P. M. and on Sunday

_ tion for All Dealers. 


Saturday night marked the begin- 
Bing of consolidated service for 
owners of motor cars in S8t. Louis, 
and the discontinuance of service by 
individual companies. This important 
and widespread movement was in- 
itiated by direction of the War Serv- 
ice Committee as a war measure to 
release for war work as many me- 
chanics as possible. It is nation- 
wide in ecope and to be put into ef- 
fect all over the country as quickly 
as possible. 

St. Louis Is the first large city 
the country to take the step. The 
prepatory work was rushed through 
in order that this might be the case, 
and in order to put St.: Louis at the 
top of the list of cities willing to do 
the most and the best, in the quickest 
time to help win the war. 

Saturday night the Hepry Motor 
Sercise Co., at Thirty-third and Lo- 
cust streets, became the official serv- 
ice station of all of the automobile 
firms, composing the St. Louis Auto- 
mobile Manufacturers’ and Dealers’ 
Association. The only private serv- 
fee that will be maintained by in- 


.dividtal firms will be those handling

The War Service Committee specif-

MOLINE KNIGHT MOTOR 
ADOPTED BY CANADA 


In Canada, following the outbreak 
of the European war, no trucks were 
to be had of sufficient endurance to 
satisfy the exacting military require- 


ments of the British War Office. It 
was, thtrefore, determined to pro- 
duce a truck which would previously 
have been considered super-mechani- 
cal. 

“Build the best truck in the, world. 
Cost is no object. Embody the good, 
eliminate the bad, in the 20 or more 
makes of trucks now at the front,” 
was the command. 

The greatest problem was to obtain 
@ motor capable of hauling gigantic 
loads over shell-cratered roads, or 
over no roads at all—a motor capable 
of uninterrupted day and night serv- 
ice with only “first aid” service. 

Knowing that European mechanical 
transport officia’ unqualifiedly rec- 
ommended Knight motors, knowing 
of the famous 337-hour endurance 
test of the Moline Knight motor by 
the Automobile Club of America in 
1913, Canada turned to the Moline 
Knight for the solution.

AUTOMOBILE OFFICIAL 
PREACHES THRIFT 


“Few people even begin to realize 
the actual amount in dollars and 
cents they can save by a little care 
in the use of an automobile,” says 


John Boe, president of the Mitchell 
Motors Corporation of St. Louis. 
“Each individual saving represents 
such a small amount that we are 
prone to regard it as negligible, 
while as a matter of fact, the aggre- 
gate of many Of these small savings 
runs into quite a respectable sum.” 

“That is the very ,reet and essence 
of the thrift movement now on foot 
throughout the country. Doing with- 
out ter is not thrift because in 
most cases it costs a man less to do 
a given amount of work with an 
automobile than without one. Then 
too, any serious redlction in the pur- 
chase of passenger cars due to such 
a mistaken conception of thrift would 
tend to cripple an industry which 
ranks near the top in the amount 
of money it puts back into circula- 
tion through wages, dividends, pur- 
chases, and so forth, Killing the 
goose that lays the golden egg is 
not thrift.

Run- 
ning your engine idle, even for 
one minute, is sheer waste. Acquire 
the habit of stopping the engine 
whenever you stop the car. Look over 
the gasoline system frequently from 
tank to carburetor to discover and 
stop wasteful leaks. 

“Running with urs@er-inflated tires 
is another waste. It not only takes 
considerably more pawer—gasoline— 
to run with soft tires, but you in- 
crease your tire cost by half, Driv- 
ing in car tracks is one of the worst 
forms of thriftlessness. If the paving 
is rough, go slow or drive over a 
block to a smooth street; don’t will- 
fully waste your tires by deliberately 
cutting them to pieces in car tracks,” 

“A little figuring will show that 
by the constant exercise of care and 
the elimination of waste it is easily 
possible to save as much as a hun- 
dred dollars in a year. Keep track of 
your expenses, save that hundred and 
then buy thrift stamps with it. 
That’s real thrift!” 


REAL FUNCTION OF 
THE PISTON RING 


The function of the piston rings in 
a motor is more or less a mystery to 
many motorists. In “The Piston Ring 
Frimer,” a little booklet issued by.the 
Ever-Tight Piston Ring Co. of St. 
Louis, it is explained in this manner: 

“A motor is designed to produce a 
certain rate of feewer. The piston 
rings of a motor are designed to con- 
serve that power and to see that 
none of it is wasted. Perfect com- 
pression is necessary if the full force 
of the explosion be transferred to the 
piston. This can only be fiad when 
perfect fitting, gas tight piston rings 
are used. It is the purpose of springy 
steel] bands to prevent any gas ftom 
wasting through between the piston 
and the walls of the cvlinder and also 
to prevent any lubric&ting oil from 
creeping up the cylinder wall and into 
the combustion chambers. 

“The difficulty is that these rings 
must have a certain amount of elas- 
ticity to fit the cylinder walls. How- 
ever, the joint is a constant leak of 
power. In designing the Ever-Tight 
ring this leakage has been stopped 
by a three-piece construction with 
uniform pressure at all points of the 
cylinder wall, yet at no time giving 
an opening for gas to leak through.” 

The Piston Ring Primer also shows 
how the power is increased by their 
use as well as the tncreased economy 
in operation.

FOOD PRODUCTION 


The vital problem of increasing 
food production has enlisted the 
thought and inventive ability of men 
of genius everywhere.

HEN the housewife liberally 
sprinsles salt on a steak before 
putting it in the frying pan and 
shakes the cellar over it again aft- 
er it is done, and when the head of 
the house, on transferring a por- 
tion to his plate, dashes another 


“ bit of salt over it, are they unwittingly laying them- 


selves open to cancer, malignant tumor, organic heart 
disease, pneumonia, nephritis and tuberculosis? | 

Absurd! you will exclaim. Is not table salt—the 
sodium chloride of chemistry—universally known to 
be one of the most vitalizing of chemicals? What 
about its general use as a preservative from decay in 
pickling foodstuffs, animal and vegetable? What about 
the saline injections introduced into the veins in cer- 
tain medical and surgical emergencies? What about 
the eggs of sea urchins which Dr. Jacques Loeb be- 
lieved he was able to fertilize by means of a salt 
solution? 

Nevertheless, there now comes forward Edward Percy 
Robinson, M. D., of New York, with a learned indict- 
ment of the salt cellar. In his opinion this utensil, for 
all its innocent appearance, is a peril to the human 
race, and should be banished mercilessly from kitchen 
and dining table. All the salt we need, he avers, is 
contained naturally in the meats and plants we eat; 
that which we add, out of the luxury of the palate, is 
surplusage of the direst potentialities. 

Behold the North American Indians, he exclaims, 
who in their savage state used salt only on ceremonial 
occasions, when a bowl was passed around from which 
each took a pinch! And who ever heard of an un- 
eivilized Indian having cancer? In Japan, he says, 
there was an enormous mortality from cancer 25 
years ago, when in certain sections the inhabitants 
lived largely on salted fish. Now that the consumption 
of salted fish has been materially decreased, cancer has 
disappeared from Japan. 

And observe, finally, the borse and the pig! The 
horse is too sagacious to demand that salt be sprinkled 
on its corn, oats and hay; instead, it “licks with tem- 
perance and moderation a lump of rock salt placed in 
the manger.” The pig is less fortunate in that it is fed 
on scraps from the tables of men with an inordinate 
appetite for salt. Yet the pig, it appears, eats about 
one-fifth as much salt as man. 

“Is it presumptuous to ask,” the physician demands, 
“why a man should not be as temperate in his con- 
sumption of salt as a pig or a horse? Surely it would 
be a blessing if mankind were as free from cancer 
as are these animals.” 

“The relish of salt—-its agreeable taste—is a poor 
reason for a rational person to give,” he says again. 
“The salting of food before tasting it is absurd; and 
besides, it is a vulgar habit never indulged by refined 
epicureans, who rather enjoy the natural flavor of the 
morsel before it has been killed with brine.” 

These opinions and views are contained in a brochure 
just published by Dr. Robinson, under the title, “The 
Great Menace of Civilization”’-—which refers, one takes 
it. to cancer and not the salt cellar. His theory was 
reckoned worthy of publication in the Medical Record, 
a standard professional journal, where it may be 
found in the issue of Sept. 1, 1917, in an article under 
the heading: “An Hypothesis Regarding the Physio- 
chemical Nature of Cancer.” His later pamphlet ap- 
pears to be a restatement in nontechnical language of 
the case advanced there. 

St. Louis physicians consulted on the matter said 
that recentiy there seems to have been a movement in 
the profession against the excessive use of salt. In 
the treatment of Bright's disease in particular, they 
said, the tendency is to put patients on a saltless diet. 
Yet none of them is inclined to look with such horror 
upon salt as does Dr. Robinson, and a cancer special- 


ist emphatically repudiated the New York physician’s . 
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particular thesis, which is that disproportionate use 
of salt is the chief inciting cause of cancer. 


The author begins his monograph with a discus- 


sion of the nature of cancer. He holds that it is nota . 


germ disease, but a form of malignant inflammation 
among the cells of the body. Nor is it an alien growth, 
for he points out that all tumors and cancers are 
composed of the same cells as those of the tissues in 
which these growths are found. For example, if the 
ezncer develops in the liver, the cancer cells will be 
liver cells; if the cancer attacks the bone, the cells 
will be bone cells, and-so forth. 

“It follows,” he argues, “that if cancer is an inflam- 
mation, the proper method of preventing it is to re- 
frain from the things that cause the inflammation. 
Chief among these is the excess soda present in the 
blood and other tissues of the body. This is the agent 
that starts the focus of inflammation. * * * 

“There is one salt so artificially increased that its 
just relation to the others is enormously out of pro- 


portion. This is sodium chloride, or what is known as» 


common table salt. The increase of this ingredient in 
our food is obvious to all who live under present-day 
civilization; for there is scarcely a meal that has not 
been well salted in the process of preparation, and 
again well salted when served, and possibly once more 
salted before it is eaten.” 

He asserts that all the salt needed by the human 
system! is supplied by the animal and vegetable tis- 
sues which we eat, and that the extra salt used in sea-

soning is unnecessary. ‘The work of relieving the 
bodily economy of the surplusage of salt is thrown 
upon the kidneys. The average adult, it appears, eats 
about two teaspoonfuls more of salt every 24 hours 
than he required. The horse, in proportion to his 
weight, has an exCess of about one-tenth as much. 

The danger comes, he continues, when the over- 
taxed kidneys become unable to perform their func- 
tions and the excess salt is thrown back into the 
blood cells of the body. The cells become charged 
with sodium, to their great harm,. ‘because the excess 


‘soda element of the cell ingredients displaces the pot- 
- ash which is essential to their healthy functions. Thus 


the cells are forcecd to fight for existence in a hostile 
environment, and being denied the material destined 
for them, they fall prey to disease and distintegration,” 


and beeome liable to all diseases incited by or depend- 
ent upon an inflammatory condition of the cell tis- 
ste. Among the most deadly of these Dr. Robinson 
names cancer, malignant tumor, organic heart disease, 
pneumonia, bronchial pneumonia, Bright’s disease 
nephritis and tuberculosis. maint 

“Although tuberculosis of the lungs is caused by a 
recognizable bacillus,” he explains, “this disease, in 
my opinion, would be less prevalent if the lung tissue 
were not subjected to the irritating action of an excess 
of soda on the delicate air cells of the lungs. This as- 
sumption is based on the fact that all bacilli, in order 
to grow, must first find a suitable, fertile field for their 
propagation, and that an inflammation, or a tendency 
thereto, is the primary step in the cutlivation of all 
germ diseases.” 

“It would not be quite fair,’ continues the physi- 


_ Cian, “to put all the blame on common salt, as the only 


agent through which the element soda enters the sys- 
tem. There are many other salts of soda which have 
become common household remedies, and which are 
taken with as much avidity as table salt. We are fa- 
miliar, for example, with bicarbonate of soda. Almost 
everyone has taken a dose of this salt to relieve an 
‘acid stomach,’ and many of us have learned from ex- 
perience that the relief is only temporary. * * * 
In addition there are benzoate of soda, salicylate of 
soda and borate of soda, used to preserve certain per- 
ishable foods. * * * Moreover, there is the rather 
lavish use of baking soda in the househald. Alli these 
salts are but different forms of the same element. 

“The real or inciting cause of cancer is the excessive 
sodium element in the cells and fluids of the body. 
This poison—for when in excess it is nothing else— 
so weakens the cells’ power of resistance that they 


‘ quickly become inflamed and frequently pass into a 


malignant condition. 

“What is to be dene? The answer is simple enough. 
Fat less soda and more of the vegetables which con- 
tain potash salts, Care should be taken to guard 
against too much salt in the food. None should 5c 
added after the food is served. The amount of salt 
commonly used for seasoning during the cooking is 
ample, and more than enough to supply the needs of 
the system. * * * In preparing foods for the table 
which have been preserved in salt, a thorough prelim- 
inary soaking should be given before they are cooked. 


“Of all the salts of the earth that enter into the 
composition of the animal and vegetable cell, 
potash seems to have been selected by nature as 
one of the great stabilizers of the chemical constit - 
tion of the body.” 

The author advises that we should always eat tte 
skin with the potatoe, because “it is rich in salts useful 
tc the cells of the body.” He also recommends a dict 
of clover and alfalfa because they “are rich in potash 
salts and when prepared as biscuits, etc., from th» 
ficur, should be wholesome as human food * * * 
for we must remember that animals which feed more 
or less habitually on these grasses are not susceptible 
to cancer.” He also recommends an infusion of 
clover as a substitute for.tea and coffee, because 
“clover, which belongs to the pea family, is rich in 
‘potash, and should be an ideal agent for introducing 
that element into the cells of the body.” 

The writer appears to regret the “primeval times 
when man lived on raw herbs and consumed a fair 
amount of dirt and earth.” For then, he asserts, “it 
was not necessary for_him to seek medicines to main- 
tain his health.” 

Dr. Robinson is content to label his views as an 
hypothesis, which is as much less-certain than a theory 
as a theory-is less assured than a law. He brings 
forward no specific cases of treatment by which to con- 
firm his opinion. But, he declares, medical science 
has not discovered any facts which conflict with his 
hy pothesis, 
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| Iwo True Stories of A heilide With S ubm marines 


N the days when the East India Company was 
flourishing, every British merchantman mounted 
guns and fought them stalwartly. But in recent 
times, prior to the war, the merchant seaman had 

become a peaceful trader, and the whole duty of de- 
fending the mercantile marine fell upon the Royal 
Navy. 

When it was discovered that Germany, with her subd- 
marines, serlously meant to launch into the crime of 
sinking merchantmen without warning, the old tradt 
tions of the service were revived. The seaman once 
more became a fighter. Fora long and dark period the 
odds were all against him; there came a disheartening 
series of wholesale murders and drownings, of ships 
sent to the bottom. 

Then, slowly but surely, the tide began to turn. The 
merchantman, at first a helpless victim, began to strike 
back, and the submarines awoke from their immunity 
to find that in every attack they risked their own ez- 
istence. 

Two true stories of hdroism in the British mercan- 
tile marine are given below. They are excerpts from 
a new book, “The Merchant Seaman in War” (Doran), 
by L. Cope Oornford. hey were compiled from offi- 
cial records of the British Admiralty. Owing to war 
erigencies, it was necessary to omit names and give no 
more than general indications of locality. In a fore- 
hoord Admiral Sir John R. Jellicoe says: 

“The men of the British mercantile marine ha@ve 
founded a new and glorious tradition in the teethAf a 
new and undreamed of peril, and have borne the full 
brunt of the enemy’s illegal submarine warfare.”

PRISONERS AS U-BOAT IS SHELLED. 

HERE were wild weather and wicked do- 

ings in the Atlantic on Feb. 7, 1917; but 

on the other side of England, in the 

North Sea, it seemed to the master of 

the little steamship Hanna Larsen that 

all was peaceful enough: He ‘had left 

the port of London just after midnight 

on the preceding day, going down with the tide, past 

the three-decker men-of-war training hulks, and that 

mariner’s mark, the spire of Gravesend Church, and 

round the wide bend past Thameshaven, and so out 
to the Nore. Then he steered north 

The night fell hazy and calm, with a smooth sea. 
‘At a little after 11 o’clock the master, leaving the sec- 
ond officer on the bridge, went into the chartroom. 

He was startled by. the sound of a gunshot. As he 
ran to the bridge three more shells sang about his 
ears. The master could not detéct whence they came. 
He ordered the engines to be reversed to take the way 
off the ship; told the second officer to read the patent 
log; assembled the ship’s company on deck, with the 
exception of the chief engineer, a fireman and a 
donkyman, who remained below. The boats were 
swung out, ready for lowering. 

The master sounded three blasts on the whistle, sig- 
nifying “abandon ship.” Three more shells were 
fired, striking the boat deck and breaking a steam 
pipe, so that the steam poured up on deck. The master 
ordered the men into the boats and burned his confi-. 
dential papers in the galley fire. 

The unseen enemy continued to fire while the men 
were embarking in the boats. The second engineer, the 
steward and two able seamen were wounded. 

While the two boats were pulling away from the 
ship the master saw a submarine, gleaming a faint 
gray upon the dark, stealing round the bows of the 
ship. She bore no flag, nor mark nor number. 

The commanding officer of the submarine hailed the 
boats and ordered them alongside. As the men in the

master’s boat hung on to the port side of the subma- 
rine, a muffled figure in her conning tower demand- 
ed to be told where was the master.

Then the commanding officer of the submarine or- 
dered the men in the two boats to shove off. They 
were subsequently landed. The wounded men went to 
hospital, where one of the able seamen died.

The German officer told the master that he and 
the chief engineer had been taken prisoner, because 
orders had been issued to capture all masters and chief 
engineers, so that the supply of officers for the British 
marine service should be depleted. The German offi- 
cel said that the two prisoners would be taken to Zee- 
brugge and thence to Ruhleben. He added that he 
had put down 18 ships and would sink 30 before he 
returned to port. But he was mistaken. 


The submarine was cruising on the surface. Sound- 
ings were taken every 20 minutes. From time to 
time came the report and the vibration of firing, the 
men below passing up shells to the gunners on deck. 
After one of these attacks a German brought down 
below a sextant, a chronometer and a Norwegian flag, 
and proudly exhibited these trophies to the prisoners. 

The two prisoners, like others in the same case, 
saw no alternative in their future between being taken 
tc a German prison camp and being sunk with the 
submarine by a British ship of war. And in these 
waters, off the English coast, it was singularly proba- 
ble that they would be sent to the bottom without a 
chance of escape, especially as the German officer in 
command was so busy and zealous.

The Captain, fol- 
lowed by the rest of the officers and the whole of the 
crew, crowded up the ladders. They left the engines 
running. They left ‘the two prisoners below, the wa- 
te: spouting through the buckling plates into the cham- 
ber, the vessel heeling over. Outside, shot after shot 
rang out; the two men below felt the shock of their 
impact, and pieces of the conning tower crashed down 
the hatchway. 

The master and the chief engineer decided to die, 
if die they must, in the open. So up they went, into 
the clean air and the daylight; and there, ranging up 
alongside, was a British man of war. ‘The master 
flourished his hdndkerchief. The Germans, each man’s 
hands uplifted, stood ranked along the heeling deck, 
like a row of mechanical toys. Two Germans lay 
prone on the deck, with blood about them. Two were 
in the water. 

The man of war was getting a boat away, and, 
perceiving that the surrender was accepted, one of 
the Germans went below and stopped the engines. 

The master and the chief engineer saw the blue- 
jackets swinging to their oars, saw the officer sit- 
ting in the stern sheets, heard the order “Way 
enough” as the boat curved round to come alongside, 

Then the master hailed. ‘We are two Britishers, 
taken prisoners last night,’’ he bellowed. 

“Jump in,” said the officer, as the boat drew 
abreast of the tilted deck of the submarine. 

As for the commanding officer of the submarine, 
he was no more seen. He was first on the conning 
tower during the attack and was killed by a shell. So 
he did not sink 30 ships after 1ll.

T 11 a. m. on Jan. 4, 1916, the British steamer

Then he caught sight 
of a submarine, running on the surface at good speed, 
something over a mile astern. Another shell sang 
over the bridge, another passed under the stern. His 
ship being unarmed and the submarine overhauling 
him rapidly, the master stopped the ship, burned his 
papers and ordered the crew to the boats.

The submarine ordered the two boats alongside, a 
maneuver highly dangerous with so great a sea run- 
ning.

HE drastic “work-or-fight’” order of the 

Provost Marshal-Cenerai of the army, 

requiring that all draft regisirants 

shall either engage in ‘“‘usoful’’ occupa- 

tions or go to the front, has the effect 

of widening the fields in which women 

and girls are needed to replace men in 

St. Louis, rather than of creating new ones. Ever 

since America entered the war, and even before, wom- 

en and girls here have been taking over men’s work 

that they never had done before, and an increasing 

share of that which they had done in part. The new 

selective draft regulation merely has hastened a 
process already well under way. 

Women are running office building elevators. they 

are conductors on _ street 

cars, they are theater ush- 


ers and attendants in clubs 
and stores, a few are driv- 
ing service automobiles, 
others have gone to the 
country to help with agri- 
culture, a number of negro 
women have taken employ- 
ment as railroad laborers. 
A precedent for large 
clubs was established some 
weeks ago, when one of 
the largest in the city, the 
Mercantile, replaced men 
waiters with women. In 
the stores more women 
clerks have appeared and 
in offices men have been 
gradually giving over to 
women responsible clerk- 
ships which they never be- 
fore held. Some of the oc- 
cupations mentioned are 
affected by the new draft 
rule, others have drawn 
women to them and will 
continue to do so because 
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In the middle picture girls in skirt and waist 
uniform are operating lathes, and below are some 
of the overall-clad ones at drill presses. Note, 
especially in middle picture, how parts of the 
machines are covered. This is one of many pre- 
cautions against accidents. Their hair is an es- 
pecial danger to the girls. A few strands at- 
tracted to and caught by a revolving shaft woulda 
result in a scalp being torn off. 


of the constantly lessening amount of male help avail- 
able—or because employers are experimenting more 
and more with woman help. 

The biggest new field opened for women by the 
war, however, is in one of the most strictly “useful” 
occupations, that of munitions making. Several thou- 
sand already are engaged in it in St. Louis and vicinity 
and more thousands soon will be. The largest number 
employed by a single concern is about 3000, who are 
turning out ammunition at the main plant of the 
Western Cartridge Co. at East Alton and a branch in 
Alton. 

In St. Louis more women and girls are making 
munitions at the four plants of the Wagner Electric 
Co. than elsewhere. This company, which has a va- 
riety of war contracts, normally employs about 3000 
persons, of whdm about 500, or one-sixth, are women 
and girls. It has been enlarging its force until in the 
near future it will have 6000 employes, of whom 
about 2000, one-third, will be women and girls. Thus 
the proportion of women to men employes is being 
increased 100 per cent. The proportion of the women 
employed at machines also is being inereased from 1 
per cent to 25 per cent. 

The Moon Motor Car Co., which is building a plant 
to fill a shell contract for the Government, will use 
about 800 employes on the work, of whom about 20 
per cent will be women. Another St. Louis concern,

which has a Government airplane contract, also will 
employ a considerable number of women. 

English women have taken over more and more of 
the munitions making work, until in some of the na- 
tional factories, such as those making projectiles, the 
women employes outnumber the men by as much ag 
7% per cent, according to recent authoritative figures, 
They also are engaging in such work as locomotive 
and marine engine building and the manufacture of 
big guns and their carriages and the larger lorries. 


Women munitions workers in America and in St, 
Louis also are gradually taking over heavier tasks 
than those with which they began. In the Wagner 
plants, for instance, they are now being placed at the 
large lathes and drill presses, whereas in the past they 
have operated only the lighter machines. They also 
are being given important inspection jobs and places 
such as that of timekeeper formerly held by men. 
The scope of their work is being expanded in all di- 
rectiens. 


The Wagner company is engaged in making shells, 
depth charges, shell fuses, artillery hubs and some 
other miscellaneous items for the Government. The 
kinds of work which it offers to women are many, and 
not all ths names will be understandable to the lay- 
man, but they are here given, as copied from an offi- 
cial list in the office of General Superintendent Ches- 
ter B. Lord, to indicate their variety: Bench work, 
coil taping, mica gauging, mica pasting, stringing 
short-circuit weights, sleeving coils, counters, coil 
winding, armature winding, field winding, circular 
shears, part assembling of starters, tool cribs, part 
inspection on bench, small drill presses, small tapping, 
iuspection requiring measuring, riveting machines, 
large drill presses, large tappers, centering inachines, 
small punch presses, final assembly of starters, bake- 
lite work, floor inspection, large punch presses, porter 
cable lathes, hand screw machines, engine lathes, 
Prown & Sharp automatics, gear cutters, milling ma- 
chines, bench inspection at machines, automatic screw 
machines, lathe work requiring measuring, Potter & 
Johnston, shaft lathes, inspection in charge. 


Generally speaking, women get the same pay as 
men for doing the same work, although when the pay 
is by the hour the woman does not receive as much 
as aman. A large part of the Wagner factory work, 
howevér, is under the premium system, by which the 
employe is allowed a certain length of time to do a 
certain amount of work for a certain amount of pay 
and receives a premium for doing more. It differs 
from the piece-work system in that an employe may 
work only an hour and receive a premium for doing 
more than one hour's allotment of work. 
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| IS TO BE RECOVERED AFTER THE WAR 


Most of the vessels destroyed by submarines lie close 
enough to shore to be raised, and the work of 
salvage already has begun in harbors and pro- 
tected waters — United States Government has 
commandeered all salvage equipment in the 
country and sent it abroad—The four best known 
methods of raising wrecks, one of which was 
used in the case of the Maine and the other in 


that of the American submarine F-4 


LONG the coast of the Mediterranean Sea 
and the shores of the British Isles lie 
billions of dollars’ worth of treasure 
which awaits only the end of the war to 
be recovered. It is represented in the 
cargoes of vessels which have been sunk 
by German submarines. Already ex- 

tensive preparations are being made by engineers to 
recover these rich prizes, and the close of the war 
will be the signal for some engineering feats in the 
way of salvage of ships, the like of which the world 
probably has never seen: 

Not all of the versels sunk by the Germans, of 
course, can be floated again and their cargoes recov- 
ered. Some of them are miles deep on the floor of the 
ocean. But in a great many instances ships have been 
sunk near ports and harbors, and in others the strick- 
en merchantman has been able to limp close to the 
shore line before going under. Others were beached. 


An area in which German U-Boats have been particu- 
larly active is bounded by a line drawn from Fastnet 
Rock to the Scilly Islands, thence to the westernmost 
extremity of France. Here the prevailing depth at 
which the vessels are lying is less than 50 fathoms, or 
800 feet. While this is a formidable depth for salvage 
crews to work in, it is expected that the impetus given 
to the engineering profession by the opportunity pre- 
sented will be productive of inventions which will 
overcome the difficulties of depth. Some of these 
already are an accomplished fact. 

Thus far but one vessel has been brought to the 

surface from around 50 fathoms—the American subma- 
rine F-4, recovered from Honolulu harbor. The Lusi- 
tania, which went down only eight miles from land, 
Hes at about this depth. 
- An idea of the value of the cargoes awaiting re- 
demption is given in figures issued by the British 
Admiralty covering submarine losses up to Jan. 1 of 
this year. At that time there had been ‘(estroyed 12,- 
000,000 tons of allied and neutral shipping. Formerly 
$125 a ton represented the value of a ship, but since 
the war started this figure has been nearly tripled and 
it is declared that $500 a ton would more nearly be 
a fair average for the value of a ship and its cargo. 
On this basis, almost $6,000,000,000 worth of ships 
and cargo lie at the bottom of the sea. 

Some of this work will not have to wait till the end 
of the war. Already, in cases where ships were sunk 
in harbors and protected waters, private wrecking con- 
cerns have been busy and have recovered goods of 
much value. Now, the United States Government has 
taken a hand, and has commandeered all of the wreck- 
ing equipment of the country and has sent 
expert salvors to the other side. 

At present there are four’ well-known 
ways of raising a vessel that is completely 
submerged. One of these is to patch up the 
kele in her hull and pump out the water, al- 
lowing the sea itself to raise the ship. But 
when this process is used, the sides of the 
hull first must be extended to the surface to 
keep the water from flowing in as fast as 
it is pumped out, Usually, the entire deck 
of the ship is not built up, for if the deck 
is in good condition it may suffice to con- 
struct cofferdams or walls around several 
of the hatches. However, the building of 
cofferdams and building up the sides of a 
‘ship are difficult tasks, because it must be 
done under water, by means of divers. 


A second method consists in building a 
cofferdam around the ship and then pumping 
jt out, so as to expose the vessel as in a dry 
dock. It is a very expensive method and is 
used only in exceptional cases. Neither of 
* these methods would avail in raising a ship 
in deep water. 

Within recent years there has come into 
prominence a salvage system whereby air is 
pumped into the vessel to drive the water 
out, thus making the boat light enough to

practicable because the deck. built to sustain heavy 
weights bearing down upon it, cannot stand pressures 
from beneath, or the reverse of normal. 

A fourth method, and a more common one, is that 
of passing cables or chains under the wreck and at- 
taching them to large floats or pontoons. When the 
tide is low, the slack in the chains is taken up, so 
that on the turn of the tide the wreck will be lifted off 
the bottom. The partially raised wreck is then towed 
into shallower water, until it grounds at the next low 
tide, when the slack of the chains is again taken in, 
and at flood tide the wreck is towed ‘nearer land. 
This continues step by step until the vessel is moved 
inshore far enough to bring its decks awash. It may 
then he patched up and the water pumped out. 

A remarkable instance of the first method of sal- 
vage was afforded in the raising of the Japanese battle- 
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Sea sledge for divers, also a product of German ingenuity. 
a diver is on the bottom, much of his energy is used up in walking 
This is designed to be obviated by means of the sledge, 
which can be towed about the ocean's floor by motorboat on surface.

Bhip “Mikasa,” although the success of this feat has 
been attributed largely to the patriotism and devotion 
of the Japanese themselves, who performed some 
heroic acts out of love of country and desire to see 
their young navy intact. 

The ‘“‘Mikasa’’ lay in 80 feet of water and its decks 
were submerged to a depth of 40 feet. It was a diffi- 
cult task to build a cofferdam strong enough to with- 
stand the weight of 40 feet of water, or a pressure 
of a ton and a quarter per square foot. But 100 Jap- 
anese divers were employed, and a large army of la- 
borers were on hand. Owing to perfect discipline and 
organized effort of the highest type, the work was 
accomplished. It has been reported that some of 
the divers sacrificed their lives by closing themselves 
in, cutting their air supply pipes and sealing them- 
selves off from the slightest chance of escape, when 
necessary. 

The second method described here was 
employed in the raising of the “Maine’’ in 
Havana harbor, because it was necessary to 
examine the vessel to determine what caused 
its destruction. 

A combination of the cable or chain sys- 
tem was used in bringing the F-4 to the sur- 
face. After a month of trying effort the 
submarine was caught in slings hung from 
barges, lifted 225 feet. and dragged within 
a short distance of the channel entrance of 
the harbor, where the water was but 50 feet 
deep. But a violent storm arose and the 
barges surged back and forth and plunged 
so violently that the forward sling cut into 
the plating of the submarine and crushed 
it. The wreck had to be lowered to the bot- 
tom and the barges cut free. In the next at- 
tempt the pontoons were hauled down to 
the wreck and made fast to the hull of the 
submarine. On pumping out the pontoons 
they came to the surface, bringing the sub- 
marine with them, and all danger of dam- 
age from sudden storms was avoided.

FEW days after I had been lashed to the 

barbed wire fence some of the German officers 

came to the barracks, and one of them’ who 

spoke very good English said. “Ali of the 
neutrals who were on unarmed ships step out.” Only 
a few stepped out. 

Then he called for all the neutrals, and the Danes, 
Swedes, Norwegians, Brazilians and Spaniards stepped 
out. But when I did, he said: “No, not Americans. 
Americans are not neutral. America supplies our en- 
emies with food and ammunition.” He raised his fist, 
and I thought he was going to hit me, but instead he 
gave me a shove that caused me to fall and get a little 
cut on the head. Then the sentries pushed me over 
with the British and French. 

After that they took the Norwegians, Swedes and 
Danes to separate barracks and gave them clothes and 
beds and the same rations as the German soldiers. 
When I saw this I made a kick and said I was a 
neutral, too, and ought to get the same treatment as 
the Scandinavians. They took me to the officers again, 
kicked me about and swore at me, and the only answer 
I got was that America would suffer for all she had 
done for the allies. Then I was sent back to the bar- 
racks again. 

The next day they took us from the barracks and 
drilled us through the swamps. The men began to 
fall one by one, some crying, some swearing, but most 


of them going along without a word. Those who went” 


down were smashed in the head with rifle butts or 
belts. 

Finally we arrived at a little railroad station and 
had to stand in the snow for over an hour while the 
engine ran up and down the tracks hooking on Cars. 
When we finally got in the cars we were frozen stiff. 
I could hardly walk, and some of the boys simply 
could not move without intense pain. 

They loaded 12 men into each compartment, and de- 
tailed a guard of six men to each car. The windows 
in the cars were all smashed, and everything about the 
cars was dirty. 

The sentries in our compartment took some bread 
out of their knapsacks and began to nibble it. They 
also had tobacco—plenty of it. And all this just to 
torture us. They could hardly eat the bread, because 
they were not hungry at all. When they had showed it 
to us and pretended to eat it, and had laughed all 
they wanted to, they put it back in their knapsacks and 
started smoking. 

The train stopped at every little station along the 
way, and the engineer always started up again with 
awful jerks. Sometimes he would jerk the whole train 
two or three times before he got going again, and 
from what the sentries said, we thought he was doing 
it on purpose. You would not think the Huns would 
go to all that trouble to annoy us, but it is a fact that 
they think up all the things they can do to torture one. 

Finally the train stopped at a town named Alt- 
Damm, and there was a mob of women and children 
around, as usual, ready for us with bricks and spit. 
They stoned us through the car windows, and laughed 
and jeered at us, butyby this time we were so used to 
it that we did not mind much. Only, every now and 
then some fellow would get all he could stand, and 
either talk back or make a pass at somebody. Then 
he would get his—either a bayonet through the arm 
or leg, or a crash on the head with a gun butt. 

For the last few stations before we got to Alt-Damm 
the engineer had not jerked the train much, and some 
of the men had climbed up on the little shelves in the 
cars, which are for baggage, but which the men were 
sleeping on. As we pulled out of Alt-Damm the train 
gave a worse jerk than usual and almost all of the 
men fell down on the floor. One of them broke his arm 
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at the elbow. The shelves are just about as roomy 
as the hammocks on the Pullman cars, so you can see 
what we were up against in the way of comfort when 
such small shelves looked good to the men as bunks. 
When the sentries learned that this man had broken 
his arm they laughed a lot, and one of them went up 
forward to tell the engineer. So, then, we were sure 
he had done it on purpose. We pulled a strap from 
one of the car windows and tightened up the broken 
arm, but the man was in great pain and became deliri- 
ous shortly afterwards. 

When we had pulled up at the station in Stettin 
one of the men jumped out of the car window to. get 


some snow to eat, because we had received absolutely: 


nc water. A sentry saw him as he climbed out of the 


car window, but being yellow, did not go for him, but. 


just stood where he was and yelled until four or five 
more Huns came up. The man kept going until he 
reached the snow. While they were still running to- 
ward him, he ate several mouthfuls and made snow- 
balls to carry back to the rest of us. 

When the men in the cars saw the sentries going to- 
ward him, they all tried to get out of the window at 
once, and there would have been a great little argu- 
ment, because the men were desperate, and these 
Huns, like all the rest of them, were yellow. But the 
man started back for the car as fast as he could go, 
and fhe other men were stuck in the windows and had 
to get back into the car to let him in. The Huns got 
him just as he was about to climb back through the 
window and bayonetted him twice in the arm. But he 
held on to the snowballs and divided them up with us. 
The sentries came into the car and took the snow from 
us, though, and threw it away. 

After an 18-hour ride, without food or drink, we 
arrived at Neustrelitz. It was raining as we pulled in. 
As we went up the grade to the town, we could see 
lights about a mile away, and we figured that that 
was the camp. The rain stopped and we remained in 
the cars for some time. Then after a while, we knew 
our new guards were coming; long before we could see 
them we could hear the racket they made. Somehow, 
a German cannot do anything shipshape and neatly, 
but always has to have a lot of noise, and running 
around, and general confusion. Four-footed swine are 
more orderly in their habits than the Huns. 

When they came up, we were routed from the cars 
and drilled up the road to the camp. When we got 
near the German barracks we were halted and counted 
again, and made to stand there for at least an hour 
after they had finished counting us, shivering like 
leaves. At last they placed us in barracks, and those 
who could went to sleep. 

There were about 40 barracks in the Limey group at 
Neustrelitz and two large Zeppelin sheds. The barracks 
were just about like those at Swinemunde—at least, 
they were no better. Along the sides of the rooms 
were long shelves or benches, and every three feet 
were boards set in grooves. The shelves were what we 
had to sleep on, and the boards in the grooves divided 
them up so that only a certain number of men could 
use each bench. 

The following morning we nearly dropped dead when 
the Huns pulled in a large wagon full of clothing. We

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thought we never would hav@anything via 2 our 
underclothes. They issued to each man a ir of 
trousers, thin model, a thin coat about like the seer- 
sucker coats: some people wear in the summer, an 
overcoat about as warm as if it had been made of cig- — 
arette papers, a skull cap and a pair of shoes, which 
were a day’s labor to carry around. Not one of us re- 
veived socks, shirts or underwear. 

The toe was cut from the right shoe of the pair I 
received, and as my wounds were in the right thigh 
and my leg had stiffened up considerably and got very 
sore, I got pretty anxious, because there was nothing 
but slush underfoot, and I was afraid I might lose my 
leg. So I thought that if I went to the commander and 
made a kick I might get a good shoe. I hesitated 
about it at first, but finally made up my mind and 
went to see him. yee 

I told him it was.slushy outside, and that the water 
ran through the hole in my shoe and made it bad for 
my whole leg, which was wounded. He examined the 
shoe, and looked at the open toe for some time, and 
I thought he was going to put up an argument, but 
would give in finally. 

Then he asked me what I wanted. I thought that 
was plain enough to see, but I said just as easily as -I 
could that I wanted a shoe without a hole in the toe. 

“So the water runs into it, does it?’ he said. “Well, 
my advice to you is to get a knife, cut a hole in the 
heel, and let the water out.” All the other swine in 
the room laughed very loud at this, and I guess this 
Fritz thought he was.a great comedian. But somehow 
or other it did not strike me so funny that I just had 
to laugh, and I was able, after quite a struggle, to keep 
from. even snickering. It was a harder struggle than 
that to keep from doing something else, though! 

Our meals were just about the same as at Swine- 
munde—the bread was just as muddy, the barley coffee 
just as rank and the soup just as cabbageless. The 
second morning after we had had our barley coffee, 
one of the sentries came to our barracks, which was 
No. 7-B, and gave each of us an envelope and a sheet 
of writing paper. Then he told us to write to any- 
body we wanted to, after which he chalked on the door 
in big letters: 

KRIEGSGEFANGENENLAGER. 

and told us it was the return address... We were all 
surprised, and asked edch other where the hell we 
were, because we had thought we were in Neustrelitz. 
After a while we learned that it means “Prisoner-of- 
War-Camp.” At first, though, many of us thought 
it was the name of the town, and we got to calling it 
The Brewery, because the name ended in Lager. What- 
ever beer was brewed there was not for us, though. 

I noticed that all the time he was writing the word 
and giving us the stationery, the sentry was laughing 
and having a great time with his own little self, but 
I figured he was just acting German, and that nothing 
was important about it. 

We were all tickled to death to get a chance to let 
our people know where we were, and each man thought 
a long time about what he would say, and who he 
would write to, before we ever started to write. Bach 
man wanted to say all he could in the small space he

had, and we wanted to let our friends know how badly 
they were treating us without saying it in so many 
words, because we knew the Huns would censor the 
letters, and it would go hard with anyone who com- 
plained much. So most of the men said they were 
having a great time and were treated very well, and 
spread it on so thick that their friends would figure 
they were lying because they had to. 

One fellow had an idea that was better than that, 
though. He had been in jail in Portsmouth, En- 
gland, for three months, for beating up a constable, 
and he had had a pretty rough time. So he wrote 
a pal of his that he had been captured by the Ger- 
mans, but that everything was going along pretty 
well. In fact, he said, the only other trip he had 
ever been on, where he had a better time, was the 
three months’ vacation he had spent in Portsmouth 
two years before, which he.thought the friend would 
remember. He said that trip was better than this one, 
so the friend could figure out for himself how pleas- 
ant this one was. Everybody thought this was a 
great idea, but unfortunately not all of us had been 
in jail, so we could not all use it. Which was just 
as well, we thought, because the 
Germans would be suspicious if all 
of us compared this vacation with 
others. 


A few of the men did not have 
anybody they could write to, and 
some did not know their friends’ 
addresses, so they would write let- 
ters to friends of the other men, 
and sign it with the friend’s nick- 
name. In this way Mallen got let- 
ters written to three people he 
knew, one signed Mallen, another 
Mal Brown or Black or Smith, and 
the third, “Swipe’’ Robinson or 
Jones. “Swipe” was a nickname 
that he said he used to have. He 
told about his monocle and asked 
for a whole pair of glasses in the 
first letter, for tobacco in the sec- 
ond and something else in the third, 
and whatever supplies the letters 
pulled he promised to give to the 
men who let him use their last 
names and their stationery. 


As soon as a man had finished his 
letter, he had to go out to the cen- 
ter of the camp, where they had 
built a raised platform. There’ the 
santries took the letters, and the 
men formed around the square. 


there were neither British nor French soldiers interned 
there—only sailors of the merchant marine such as 
the men I was with. The Russians were given far 
worse treatment than any other prisoners. This was 
for two reasons, as near as I could make out. One was 
that the Russian would stand most anything, whereas 
the British and French could only be goaded to a 
certain point, and beyond that lay trouble. The other 
reason was that the Russians sent German prisoners to 
Siberia, or at least, so the Huns thought, and Fritz 
hates the cold. So, hating the Russians, and realizing 
that they were used to being under dogs, Fritz picked 
on them and bullied them in a way that the rest of 
us would not have stood. We would have rushed them 
and gone west with bayonets first. 

One of the Russians told me that at the beginning 
of the war there were no barracks at Neustrelitz. 
There were only barbed wire entanglements, surround- 
ed by a high fence, and into this bare place thousands 
of prisoners were driven. All their clothes were taken 
from them and they were compelled to sleep on the 
ground without any covering. After they had been 
living in this way for quite a while the Germans took 


our barracks, of which I was one, and drilled us over @ 
field near the kuche. There was a large tank in the 
field and we had to pump water into it. It was very 
cold and we were weak and sick, so we would fall one 
after another, not caring whether we ever got up or 
not. Fritz would smash those who fell with his rifle 
butt. We asked for gloves, because our hands were 
freezing, but all we got was. “Nichts.”’ 

After we had been there for about an hour and a 
half, one of our men became very sick, so that I - 
thought he was going to die, and when he fell over, 
I reported it to a sentry. The sentry, came over, saw 
him lying in the snow, yelled “Schwein, nicht krank!” 
grabbed him by the shoulder and pulled him all the 
way across the field to the office of the camp com- 
mander. Then he was placed in the guardhouse, where 
he remained for two days. The next thing we knew, 
the Russians had been ordered to make a box, and 
were being marched to the guardhouse to put him in 
it and bury him. 

I went over to the guardhouse at the time, and 
struck up quite a friendship with one of the Russians. 
I would talk to him in Russian, and he would try to 
reply in English, because he want- 
ed to practice it. After a while we 
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would switci—I would talk in En- 
glish and he in Russian—so that we 
would also get practice in under- 
standing each other’s language. 


He said he did not know how loss. 
he had been there, but that it had 
been long enough, and also that 
when he was taken prisoner he was 
transferred from camp to camp s0 
many times that he had lost count, 
and that each time he and the other 
prisoners were without food on the 
journeys, which they had to make 
on foot. He said that some of the 
marches had been six days long 
and one was nine, and that they 
were not given any food at ail on 
the way, but had to live off of what- 
ever weeds or vegetables they could 
find as they went along the way, 
or take when the guards were not 
looking. Whenever a prisoner was 
caught getting food from a field, 
he was killed immediately. He 
said that those who could not hold 
out would fall all along the road, 
and that the next guard who came 
along on the flank of the column 
would simply stick his bayonet into 
the prisoner and leave him there.

There were officers on the platform 
reading the letters. We thought 
they read them there in the open, 
before us, so that we would know 
they were not tampering with the 
letters, and we thought the heavens would 
they were getting so unkultured as that. 

Finally, all the men had finished their letters and 
turned them over to the officers, who read them. 
And then we saw why the sentry laughed. . 

The officers tore up every one of the letters. They 
were anxious that we would see them do it, so none 
of us would have any hope that our friends would get 
word. | : : 

But we said to ourselves that, if it was information 
they wanted, they had as much as was good for them, 
which was none at all, because I do not think one let- 
ter in the bunch had a single word of truth in it. 
But we were all very angry and pretty low after that, 
because it showed the Huns still had plenty of kultur 
left, after all, and we knew there was rough sledding 
ahead of us. Also, some of the men were sore because 
they had wasted their time thinking up different ways 
of tipping their friends off to the real state of affairs, 
and all for nothing. Mallen was about ready to tear 
his hair out. Why they should worry about time, I 
could not see. Time was the only thing we had plenty 
of, and I for one, thought we were going to have still 
more of it. 

Going back to the barracks we tried to sing “Pack up 
your troubles,” ‘but there was not much pep in it. We 
were not downhearted, though; at least we said we 
were not. 

I saw the L-29, a very large Zeppelin, flying low 
over the field at Neustrelitz, and I would have liked

to have a crack at it with an anti-aircraft gun. It 


made an awful racket, like everything else German, 
and one of the sentries was very much to the cheer-oh 
when he saw and heard it. He seemed to think it was 
great stuff. He said it would give somebody hell-for- 
breakfast, or words to that effect, and finished up by 
saying, “By and by, England kaput,” which means 
finished. But I have learng# since that the L-29 was 
brought down by the English before it kaputted them 


yery much. 
Neustrelitz was mainly for Russian prisoners, and 
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“So the water runs in it, does it?” he said. “Well, my advice to 
to get a knife, cut a hole in the heel and let the water run out 


them into the forest, where they cut down trees, hauled 
them to the camp and built the barracks that we were 
now in. 

He said that in the early days, while they were at 
work on the barracks, the Germans put them in stables 
from which manure had been removed, so that when- 
ever it rained the floors of the stables would be nothing 
but stinking pools. While some were at work, the 
others had to sleep in‘them. They also dug holes in 
the ground about six feet deep for protection against 
the weather. The Germans would not let them have 
any tools, so they used pieces of wood, and in many 
cases, only their hands. The dugouts frequently 
caved in on them. 

The barracks were made of spruce and were about 
90 feet long and 25 feet wide, and you can take it from 
me that as carpenters whoever made them were fine 
farmers. There were cracks in them that you could drive 
an automobile through. When we were there, each 
barracks had a stove in the center, a good stove and 
a big one, but at first it was of no use to us, because 
the Germans would not give us coal or wood for it. 
But after shivering for a while we began ripping the 
boards out of the barracks and taking the dividing 
boards from the benches that we used for beds. 

Later, they gave each of us a mattress filled with 
wood shavings, and a blanket that was about as warm 
es a pane of glass. The mattresses were placed on the 
ground in the barracks, which were very damp, and 
after three or four days, the shavings would begin to 
rot and the mattresses to stink. In order to keep 
warm we slept as close together as we could, which 
caused our various diseases to spread rapidly. 

When we were receiving our rations, the sentries 
would offer us an extra ration if we would take a lash 
from their belts. We were so hungry that many and 
many 4 man would go up and take a swat in any part 
of his body from the heavy leather belts with brass 
tongue and buckle, just to get a little more “shadow” 
soup or barley coffee or mud bread. 

One morning the sentries picked out 10 men from 


There were two brothers in the 
party of prisoners, and when one 
of them became very sick and weak, 
the other carried him on his shoul- 
der. A guard saw it and killed them both with his 
rifle butt. 

Another thing at Neustrelitz that was pretty hard 
to stand was the petty habit the Huns had of coming 
up to the barbed wire and teasing us as though we 
were wild animals in a cage. Sometimes there would 
be crowds of people lifed along the wire throwing 
things at us, and spitting, and having a great time 
generally. It was harder than ever when a family 
party would arrive, and Vater and Mutter, and niaybe 
Grosvater und Grosmutter and all the little boche 
kinder, because, as you probably know, the Germans 
take food with them whenever they go on a party, no 
matter what kind, and they would stand and stare at 
us like the boobs they were, eating all the time—and 
we so hungry that we could have eaten ourselves al- 
most. After they had stared a while, they would 
begin to feel more at home, and then would start the 
throwing and spitting and the “schweinhund” saeng- 
erfest, and they would have a great time generally, 
Probably, when they got home, they would strike off 
a medal for themselves in honor of the visit. Weare 
ing medals for sinking the Lusitania and playing helf 
generally, is the favorite German exercise. ‘ 

Then, too, there were always Hun soldiers on leav@ 
or off duty, who made it a point to pay us a visit, 
and though I do not think they were as bad as th@ 
civvies, especially the women, they were bad enough, 
Mallen was telling me once that this Kipling, who ig 
a British writer, and as you probably know, has write 
ten lots of books about Limey soldiers, wrote som@ 
poetry once which says that women are worse thag 
men at this kind of thing. I really believe he mus§ 
have meant German women. If he did not, he coul@ 
get some pointers from them, and if anybody eveg 
argues with Kipling about his poetry not being rig 
he can prove it is, by the way the German wo 
treat all allied prisoners.

Heart Disease the Champion Man-Killer Now 


LMOST a third of the 898,059 deaths in the 
United States in the “registration area,” 
which contains two-thirds of the population, 
are due to three causes—heart disease, tuber- 

cylosis and pneumonfa—and heart disease is first. 
The Bureau of the Census has compiled figures which 
tell the story better than words. 


The deaths from heart diseases in the registration 
are in 1914 numbered 99,534, or 150.8 per 100,0000 pop- 
ulation. This mortality shows a marked increase as 
compared with 1900, when it was only 123.1 per 100,000. 


Tuberculosis, in its various forms, claimed 96,903 
victims in 1914, of which number 84,366 died from 
tuberculosis of the lungs. As a result of a more gen- 
eral understanding of the laws of health, there has 
been a most marked decrease during recent years in 
the mortality from this scourge of civilization. In 
only a decade—from 1904 to 1914—the death rate from 
tuberculosis in all its forms fell from 200.7 to 146.8 per 
100,000, the decline being continuous from year to 
year. This is a,drop of more than 25 per cent. Even 
yet, however, tuberculosis has the grewsonie distinc- 
tion of causing more deaths annually than any other 
form of bodily illness except heart disease, and over 
40 per cent more than all external causes—accidents, 
homicides and suicides combined. 

Pneumonia was responsible for 83,804 deaths in the 
registration area in 1914, or 127 per 100,000—the 
lowest rate on record. The only remaining death rate 
higher than 100 per 100,000 in 1914 was that for 
Bright’s disease, 102.4. The total number of deaths 
due to this in 1914 was 67,545.

“Unfortunately,” says the editor of a 
etféntific magazine, in a recent article, 
“the laws of physics shatter any such il- 
lusion and bid us paint a very different 
picture. Liquids are almost incompressi- 
ble. The difference in density between 
the water at the surface of the sea and 
that at a depth of a mile is almost insig- 
nificant. If we could go down to the spot 
where the ‘Titanic’ lies on the bed of the 
ocean, two miles below the surface, and 
bottle a smaple of water in an absolutely 
inelastic quart flask, on returning to the 
surface we should find when the stopper 
was removed that the water would ex- 
pand slightly and overflow the container, 
but the overflow would amount to less 
than a tablespoonful. Putting it another 
way, water at a depth of a mile would sup- 
port about half a pound more per cubic 
foot than at the surface. The water pres- 
sure on the ‘Titanic’ is about two long 
tons on every square inch of its surface. 
© Long before the vessel reached the bot- 
tom her hull must have been crushed in. 
Every stick of wood, every compressible 
part of her structure and of her cargo 
must have been staved in or flattened ex- 
cept where the pressure was counteracted 
by permeation with water of equal pres- 
sure. As a ship sinks it is not the water 
but the ship that grows progressively 
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ly gained in weight in proportion to her 
displacement as she went down, and so 
she must have gathered speed as she sank. 

“We may be certain, therefore, that 
every victim of Germany’s ruthless U- 
boats that sank in deep water lies prone 
upon the floor of the sea. It matters not 
how or where it was sunk, whether it 
was staggered by the unexpected blow 


of the torpedo and then plunged headlong | 


into the depths of the sea, or whether it 
lingered mortally wounded, on the sur- 
face, quietly settling down until the 
waves closed over it. Theoretically, of 
course, a perfect balance might be reached 
which would keep a submerged vessel in 
suspension, but practically such a con- 
dition is next to impossible. Once a ship 
has started down she will keep on until 
she reaches the very bottom, whether it 
be 10 fathoms or 1000,
